•   Safety is number one at UMCDF: employees have worked 411 days 
since the last lost-workday accident (Oct. 15, 2004).

•   A rocket fire occurred in Explosive Containment Room (ECR)-B, Dec. 7. 
The fire was consistent with four previous rocket fires this year, occur-
ring on the fifth cut during normal processing. The plant and personnel 
response was consistent with procedures, the event remained under 
engineering controls and damage to the Rocket Shear Machine 
was minimal. Disposal operations resumed within 10 hours.
